Physicians Sc:>ut the Claims Made by 
Insani y Specialist Dr. Talcott. 
An eastern insanity specialist. Dr. 
Seklcn Talcott. lias throwni tradition 
to the winds and hurled the weight 
of his sciontiiic research on the side 
of that much-despised class which 
object to hearing the carol of the 
lark and the solo of the rooster as a 
signal for easting off dull sloth and 
warm bed-clothes. 
According to Dr. Talcott, a per­ 
emptory command to get up is a 
species of cruelty scarcely efjualed 
by the tortures attributed to the in­ 
quisition. 
‘Tt curdles the blood, 
pulverizes the soul, swells the spleen 
a n d . brings on insanity, ” says the 
doctor. 
To fit his theory the plaint 
of the iMay queen should be revised 
so as to run: 
“If 
you ro waking let mo slumber, let me 
slumber, mother cleir, 
O r I ’ll bo a a rive iin g id io t before the glad 
new ye a r.” 
In defense of bis opinions the wise 
man from the east quotes statistics 
galore and shows how tlie highest 
percentage of insane patients come 
from the farming classées who walk 
o’er tlie dew of their fallow lands be­ 
fore the high eastern hills have been 
able to catch a glimpse of the sun’s 
russet mantle. 
Before putting the doctor’s opin­ 
ions in a gum capsule preparatory 
to 
swallowdog thcdn the Daily News 
has sought the view^s of a few Chi­ 
cago physicians on the subject. 
Dr, 
Sanger Browm, when seen in his of­ 
fices in the Venetian bLi^iug the 
other day, said that he did not feel 
that ho could come out in favor of 
late rising on the showing of Dr. 
Taleoit—in fact, ho was of the opin­ 
ion that Dr. Talcott’s w’ords were 
somewhat misleading. 
‘ ‘Early rising is prejudicial to good 
health where late retiring 
is in- 
dulgiad in and may, therefore, bo 
productive of insanity, ” said the doc­ 
tor. 
Insanity among fannei’s was, 
he thought, duo more 
to tlio fact 
that in order to n>ake a livin g t he y 
found it necessary to work from 14 
to 18 hours a day in summer. 
Dr. J. G. Kiernan, of the Columbus 
Memorial building, smiled audibly 
wTien shown Dr. Talcott’s article. 
“VsMl, Talcott always was a trifle 
seniiational,” 
said 
Dr. 
Kiernan. 
“Early rising has nothing to do with 
insanity, exc(;pt in as much as the 
loss of sleep weakens the system and 
may make a jierson more liable to 
mental derangement. 
It is a well- 
known fact that people in a malaria 
district who get up before the dewy 
morn has got well under way' are 
more liable to be stricken with fever 
than tlie man who stays in bed un­ 
til a decent liour. 
The weak hours 
of tlie system are from one to five 
in the morning, and it may be in­ 
jurious to get uj) b’ffore live o’clock, 
but I do not think it will particular­ 
ly lend toward insanity, any more 
than toward any other disease./’ 
Dr. i . G. Mason, of the Mentor 
block, 
tbcught that possibly Dr. 
Talcott might have been suffering 
from want of sleep at the time he 
wrote liis aiTiele. 
“As to the shock of being called 
grinding the 
soul, curdling 
the 
blood and swelling tlie spleen,” saiii 
Dr. Mason, “the first maj^ Ixi cor­ 
rect, but up to the present time the 
medical profession knows so little 
about the spleen that this part of the 
waking programme wnll have to be 
taken with a grain of salt. 
About 
20 years ago statistics were taken 
wdiich show that the greater per­ 
centage of insane patients 
come 
from rural districts. 
It is a well- 
known fact that statistics will prove 
anything, and it would be as logical 
to attribute the insarxity to the wear­ 
ing of wide-rim straw hats or to 
niiiking cows in fly time as to early 
rising, since the farmers are pro­ 
verbially prone to go to bed at sun­ 
down.”

Frank J. Ilinsou found two mai^- 
nificeiit oraoiie proves a few v.eeks 
Q>f(o in the lii^ C vpress swamp of far 
south Florida, says the Jacksonville 
Times-Union. 
No man has a valid 
claim to the properly, tlie^^roves l-e- 
iniJf in the middle of one of the most 
Impregnable swamps in the whole 
state. 
Up to ten years a^o the Bi^ 
Cypress was put down on the map 
as “ im practicable” and “ unsur­ 
veyed.” 
Then it was surveyed and 
islands of fine hummock land were 
found here and there, but they were 
not of sufiicient size to tempt any­ 
body. 
The section lines, which ran 
a mile apart, seemed to have missed 
the proves, which Mr. Hinson ^ot 
wiad of from an old Indian fio^hter, 
who chased the Seminóles into the 
B ig Cypress and out again during 
the last Indian war. On one of these 
islands during the war a village was 
found and burned. 
Mr. Hinson, with an old hunter as 
a guide, penetrated into the swamp 
and found an island of about 300 
acres, beautifulh* wooded^ and con­ 
taining 600 orange trees, all in full 
leaf and fruit. The island did not con­ 
tain a solid grove, but a series of 
groves, some of them being as large 
as three acres. 
“ The fruit is sour, 
but is large and golden. 
The trees 
average twenty-five feet in height.” 
On this island Mr. Hinson also found 
acres of sugar cane, evidently plant­ 
ed by the Seminóles years ago. 
It 
is of mammoth size and the quality 
is excellent. 
Banana plants were 
also found in abundance and heavy 
with fruit. 
Later Mr. Hinson pene­ 
trated further into the swamp and 
found another island,richer in orange 
trees than the first, 
i Both islands seem to be wonder­ 
fully fertile, trees of all kinds being 
giants in size, and other vegetable 
growth of the most luxuriant char­ 
acter. 
One india rubber tree was 
found to measure twenty-two feet 
around, while a live oak tree meas­ 
ured thirty-three feet. 
Vvild figs 
were also growing luxuriantly. Mr. 
Hinson’s theory is that these islands, 
naturally fertile, were centurks ago 
rookeries of millions of water 
fowl and thus became fertilized to 
tii§ liigbest degree of perfection, 
j When the Seminóles ran away from 
the Greeks they selected the richest 
lands on which to build their villages 
and to lazily cultivate a few acres of 
corn and pumpkins. During the last 
war they were driven from place to 
place, and finally found refuge in the 
B ig Cypress, and for a long time 
considered themselves safe, as the 
Cypress was regarded, even 
among the native Indian fighters, as 
impregnable. 
Finally, however, an 
expedition was formed and marched 
4 
in iand attacked the islands, drove 
the Indians from their villages and 
chased them into the saw-grass, 
where the water was from knee to 
waist for several miles, keeping up a 
running fire, until the Indians who 
were not captured or killed had dis- 
^l^ppeared. 
It is thought that these 
viyyiages were founded long before 
the last Indian war, as the old fight­ 
ers, some whom are now living, tell 
of the feasts they made in the vil­ 
lages on oranges, pumpkins and corn. 
How the groves got there, and, in 
fact, how oranges got into Florida, 
is easily explained. 
Explorers who 
sailed from Spain in the earlier days 
always loaded their ships with sour 
oranges as an 
antidote 
against 
scurvy. Those oranges which \vere not 
eaten on the voyages were given to 
the Indians, w4io feasted on them 
around their camp fires in the hum­ 
mocks of the state. 
The seeds fell 
to the ground and grew into trees.
